The prospect of a closer 
economic; and consequently poli- 
‘|tical, front by Great Britain, 
France and the United States 
continues to draw the attention 
of the French press and excite 
comment from all sections of 
people. And it ig true that the 
ground for such a sowing of 
seeds of co-operation hag seldom 
been better prepared. The three 
gxovernments have worked in 
perfeet harmony in the financial 
field since their recent agree- 
ment for mutual preserva- 
tion of the values of their 
currencies, and they have 
induced other, smaller nations to 
collaborate in the protection of 
the whole financial structure— 
against the sometimes alarming 
prospect of inflation panic, with 
the inevitable complications and 
harmful effects upon internal 
and international trade and 
morale. Add to this! satisfac- 
tory understanding the more 
recent close welding of British 
and French feeling, accomplished 
by the visit of Their Majesties 
to France; the subsequent

“aircraft guns, Whether develop- 


ment along these lines iy going 
on in this country I know not. 
Abroad many believe that the 
rocket will replace both anti- 
aircraft guns and even heavy 
artillery. 


HE rocket has many ad- 
vantages over anti-air- 
artillery. First of all the 
mechanism which is required to 
launch it ig extremely light and 
not costly to build. Therefore, 
while 2 gun of large calibre is 
not easily moved from place to 
place, the rocket can be moved 
to any emplacement with the 
greatest of ease. 
' Long-range guns cannot be 
moved because of the concrete 
emplacements that are required 
for them. These are needed to 
resist the terrific recoil that 
takes place when a heavy shell 
ig fired. A rocket, however big 
it may be, hag no recoil what- 
soever, and will not require a 
heavy launching mechanism, 

A long-range gun, under the 
best conditions, cannot fire a 
shell more than ninety ‘miles, 
while a simple rocket loaded with 
gun-powder can travel with case 
eighteen or twenty miles. 
rocket loaded with liquids such 
as petrol, methanine, and 
hydrogen can travel hundreds of 
miles at high speeds. 

Another advantage that the 
rocket hag over the long-range 
gun and anti-aircraft guns is 
that the further the rocket goes 
the faster it travels, while a shell 
loses speed from- the time it 
leaves the gun. {This feature is 
most important in anti-aircraft 
guns, where a moving target is 
being shot at,’

There is a new development 
that counteracts the unreliability 
of the rocket gunpowder. It is 
the steering of war rockets. by 
radio. 

When. this is fully developed 
it will be possible for a rocket, 
once it has been fired at a plane, 
to be redirected on ity course and 
steered until it finally strikes its 
objective. 

A. long-range war rocket has 
been developed in Germany 
which can travel 180 miles 
loaded with S0lb, of explosives. 
It is aimed by radio and can be 
fired with accuracy.

The rocket, like many in- 
ventions that suddenly spring 
into prominence, has been used 
in a primitive form from time 
immemorial, 

The story is told in the Bible 
of the use of this device with a 
singular motive power.

Samson of his wife and gave 
her to another. And the leader 
of the Jews devised a rocket of 
fire, fastened to two engines in 
the form of foxes. These ho 
directed against the crops of his 
enemies, and for the first time 
in history the rocket had‘ a 
complete success. 

The Chinese also made use of 
the rocket ag an engine of war 
and called it the “Hidden Spirit.” 

The rocket took a long time to 
reach Europe. . It came via Asia, 
whero the rocket was used 
extensively as an engine of war. 
In Asia an arrow was fastened 


to the head of the rocket,: 
wags called the fire arrow. 

The Greeks were the first to 
use the rocket in Europe. It is 
found there in the seventh 
century. We do not, however, 
hear of the use of the rocket 
in other parts of Burope until 
the fifteenth. ‘century, 

There is an account” of the 
French using the rocket in the 
sicge of Point Audemer, which 
was defended by the English. 
The city was stormed by tho 
French following the big fire 
that had been started by the 
incendiary rockets, 


R OCKETS were used 

throughout the Middlo 
Ages to frighten horses during 
a cavalry charge, ’ 

An Englishman ¢alled Con- 
greve invented a rocket with a 
tin body and a steel tip at the 
nose. * 

This was part of the munition 
equipment used at the bombard- 
ment of Copenhagen by Admiral: 
Nelson. 

An English rocket corps 
fought at Leipzig and Waterloo. 
Tn the last war the rocket was 
in use for the purpose of 
illuminating the enemy front 
and for no other purpose.

On the subject of pence, Dr. Sun 
sald: “Peace js no nearer, There 
have been plenty of mediition rum- 
ours but these have been sent out 
by Japan os feelers, : 

Asked as to what extent Russia 
would give aid to China, the states- 
min stated: “Russia has been of 
dreat assistance to China. in extend- 
Ing materlal and technical personnel 
aid, and, very: recently, as a result 
of the border incident the Sovict 
Army has succeeded in immobiltsing 
a great number of. troops which the 
Japanese High Command would like 
to see free. As a result, tension on 
the border has increased and instead 
of withdrawing their troops for iup- 
Kressive strvice in) China, Japan 
from now on will have to augment 
her forces on the border. The dan- 
Ker of a ‘blow up’ is always present 
and this Changkufeng Armistice js 
simply temporary, It cannot and 
will not solve the problem ‘fundn- 
mentally," 

Reverting to the wild rumours that 
followed his mission to Russia when 
territorial bribes. were mentioned, 
Dr. Sun reiterated that “Russia ha 
no territorial aims. The Sovict |: 
already one of the greatest land 
owners In the world and we have no 
Sear that she intends to grab more.” 


Japan Britain’s Enemy 


Asked how Germany's alliance 
With Japan and her recent attitude 
affected China, Dr. Sun replied: 
“Germany's alliance with Japan is 
aimed at the British Empire. Can- 
not you see that? Her object is to 
keep Britain so busy in Europe that 
she will have no strength to guard 
her possessions in. the _ Far, East. 
the time comes, ‘Japan will 
bounce Britain out of them. To-day, 
Japan is fighting Chinn and df she 
succeeds she will fight) ahe British 
Empire. In giving assistance to 
China, Britain and France and other 
countries would be merely mating: a 
saferuard for their own interests.” 

On xeneral subjects, Dr. Sun said 
China was continulng to get muni- 
tions from all sorts of sources, paying 
for some in cash, and ‘gettingg some 
by credit. 


As regards retaliatory steps such 
as bombing Tokyo in reply to the 
bombing of Chinn's open citics, that 
would be useless because China's 
quarre] was not with the 
Japan who wauld be the chief suff- 
crers. Bombing Tokyo would wipe 
out a few Japanese but would not 
achleve any military object—us the 
Japanese should have found out by 
now,

HEARING FINALLY FIXED

cause, and, further, that It was neces- 
sary for plans of certaln districts In 
Kowloon to be prepared by the 
P.W.D. In these circumstances I was 
informed by my solicitor that he had 
agreed on my behalf to a further 
ndjournment provided that a sub- 
sequent date was then at once Axed 
for the hearing.

We beg most respectfully to sub- 
mit that but for the delay occasioned 
by the circumstances as set out by 
me, this charge would, have gone on 
for hearing in the July Scssions when 
our counsel would have been avail- 
able, We respectfully urge further 
that had the charge been Jatd against

Two Years 
For Passing. 
~ Counterfeit 
New Coins 


How the presence of strangers In 
the village of Tsunwan caused one 
of the natives to be — attracted to 
them, and to observe their move- 
ments, was part of a story related 
before Mr. Justlee R. E. Lindsell at 
the Criminal Sessions this morning, 
when two men, Chan Hing-kong and 
Lau Shing, were charged with con- 
spiring to commit an offence punish- 
able by Inw. Chan was ndditionally 
charged on two counts of uttering a 
counterfelt 10-cent plece, and Lau 
was charged with possession of 42 
counterfelt 10-cent pleces. 

The defendonts plended not guilty 
to all the charges, and the following: 
Jury was empanclicd to hear the 
case: Messrs. B. Astington (fore- 
man), G. R. de Figueiredo, Yu Fook- 
che, A, Khan, Lau Siu, So Shiu-au 
and"C, A. d’Assumpcao, 

Appearing for the prosecution, Mr. 
J, Whyatt, Crown Counsel, said that 
the ense was probably the first of 
{ts kind in which charges had been 
brought of uttering counterfeit 10- 
cent picees of the new 1937 issuc. 
These colns differed considerably 
from the old issue in that they had a 
specially designed grove around the 
edge. The counterfelts jn the pre- 
sent case were not very successful 
ones. 

On August 1, Chan and Lau were 
seen in Tsunwan in the New Terri- 
tories, approaching a #rocer's shop, 
by a farmer named Ho Loi, who was 
standing by the entrance to the shop. 
He saw Lau take out a coin from 
his pocket nnd pass it to Chan, who 
took it and entered the shop, leaving 
Lau outside. Inside the shop was 
the shop-keeper, a widow named 
Leung Sau-hing, and a coolle named 
Chung Shiu-lin, who was employed 
at Tsunwan police station. 


NOTICED COIN'S FLAWS 


Chan purchased a cent’s worth of 
cigarettes and tendered a 10-cent 
coln, He received two cigarettes and 
nine vents change and left. . The 
coin was left lying on the counter, 
and something about its appearance 
attracted Chung's attention. The 
widow took out another 10-cent coin 
and on comparison, there was no 
doubt left but that the coin tendercd 
by Chan was: a bad one, Ho and 
Chun: left the shop in pursult of 
Chan and his companion, and wheit 
Ho and Chung had almost caught up 
to them, Chan fled. Lau was caught 
and was taken to Tsunwan police 
station, and on being searched, was 
found to be in possession of +2 coun- 
terfelt 10-cent pieces.

of imposing herself on strangers with- 
in her yintes, o quality that Is shared 
by Ireland, where the birth-rate, 
especially in the Free Stato—Elre—is 
still healthy. 

Pessimists may look Into the future, 
and colour it with. theie own fears, 
but they do not appear to understand 
that we are in a period of transition 
and that the days of crowded cities 
ure nearly over. If we are spared 
an war in which the citles may be 
wreeked, the Government will have 
to transport a large part. of the 
urban populations out to the country. 
You can see this happening already 
to some extent in London, Paris, und 
New York, for the city workers are 
spreading vut further and further, 
und not into .jerry-built suburbs 
either, 

In 1912 the busy man said, “I must 
live jn town,” whereas nowadays he 
docs his best to fet away from it, so 

hildren shall have plenty of 
space, fresh air in which to Brow up. 
When this movement frows more 
Heneral we shall see more children, 
for raceesulcide is largely a city-bred 
complaint. i 

Take the case of the French- 
Canadians. Their city dwellers have 
as small families as their Anglo- 
Celtic compatriots, but the farming 
community is amazingly fertile, al- 
most as much as It was in the old 
days when the carly settlers needed 
large families to raise a white 
population, und sometimes to Hight 
hostile Indians. 

It Is possible that a certain ud- 
mixture of Red Indian blood brings 
nbout this prolifcness in the West, 
but hardly in Quebee or the Eastern 
provinces, where the ald French 
stock Is racially pure, with a+ few 
exceptions, ata 

Are economic clreumstances the 
cause of limitation of population? 
Professor Richer did not think so. 
Some authorities are Inclined to 
attribute it to Improper feeding that 
docs not arise necessarily | from 
poverty, Which in Itself fs no bar to 
large families, as statistics prove, In 
fuct, it is the very poor who usually 
have the largest families, while the 
middle-class mit themselves 
deliberately so that their children 
can gto to expensive schools and be 
trained for professions which require 
initial outlay. 


What of the Mother? : 


As ogainst those pessimists who 
prophesy the end of the race, there 
is another schoo! of thought of which 
the protagonists claim that if the 
human race continues to increase in 
numbers there will not be enough 
food to go round and that diminution 
will then be compulsory. 

It is unpleasant to read tirat certain 
European countries are only ‘concern- 
ed about their birth+rates -because of 
the numerical Jack of manrpower for 
their conscription nrmies. One ans- 
wer to their anxiety rhay be that the 
new school of military thought be- 
lieves that highly-specialised groups 
are more important than armed 
masses which have received only a 
routine training. 

When politicians, scientists, and 
statisticians discuss birth-rate pro- 
blems they are Hable to lose sight of 
one very Important factor—namely, 
the mother or possible mother of 
children. 7 

Perhaps if they would give her 
more consideration they might arrive 
at some-solution of the problem.

TO SECURITY 

The prospect of a closer 
economic, and consequently poli- 
tical, front by Great Britain, 
France and the United States 
continues to draw the attention 
of the French press and excite 
comment from all sections of 
people. And it is true that the 
ground for such a sowing of 
seeds of co-operation has seldom 
been better prepared. The three 
governments have worked in 
perfect harmony in the financial 
field’ since. their recent agree- 
ment for mutual preserva- 
tion of the values of their 
currencies, and they have 
induced other, smaller nations to 
collaborate in the protection of 
the whole: financial structure— 
against the sometimes alarming 
prospect of inflation panic, with 
the inevitable complications and 
harmful effects upon internal 
and international trade and 
morale. Add to thiisi satisfac- 
tory understanding the. more 
recent close welding of British 
and French feeling, accomplished 
by the visit of Their Majesties 
to France; the subsequent 
“friendly conversations” of Mr. 
Henry Morgenthau, American 
Treasury chief, with his opposite 
numbers in Paris, and the 
appronch to a general trade 
agreement on the part of Great 
Britain and America, and it will 
be appreciated to what an extent 
the preparation for possible 
bronder agreements has been 
taken. It is impossible to do

It is the rocket. A projectile 
which curries its own motive 
power in the form of gases 
ejected from its tail. The 
technicians of Germany, France 
and America are developing the 
rocket as a replacement for anti-

=:/sireraft guns. Whether develop- 
_|ment along these lines is going 


on in this. country I know not. 
Abroad many believe that the 
rocket will replace both  anti- 
aircraft guns and even heavy 
artillery. 


THE rocket has many ad- 

vantages over anti-air- 
artillery. First of all the 
mechanism which is required to 
launch it is extremely light and 
not costly to build. Therefore, 
while a gun-of large calibre is 
not easily moved from place to 
place, the rocket can be moved 
to any emplacement with the 
greatest of case. 

Long-range guns cannot be 
moved because of the concrete 
emplacements that are required 
for them.-: These are needed to 
resist. the terrific ‘recoil that 
takes place when'a heavy shell 
is fired. A rocket, however big 
it may be, has no recoil what- 
soever, and will not require’ a 
heavy launching mechanism, 

A long-range gun, under the 
best conditions,- cannot fire a 
shell more than ninety miles, 
while a simple rocket loaded with 
gun-powder can travel with case 
eighteen or twenty miles. A 
rocket loaded with liquids such 
as petrol, methanine, and 
abe rah en travel hundreds of 
miles at high speeds. 

Another advantage that the 
rocket has over the long-range 
gun and anti-aircraft guns is 
that the further the rocket goes 
the faster it travels, while a shell 
Joses speed from the time it 
leaves the gun. This feature Is 
most important in anti-aircraft 
guns, where a moving target is 
being shot at. ;

A MODERN rocket of high 
power, londed with 
liquid, can finish its journey at 
speeds in excess of 700 miles 
per hour. This velocity would 
enable the rocket to pierce the 
thickest and toughest of pro- 
tective armouring. No warning 
would be given of the approach 
of arocket, for it would be 
travelling faster than sound. 


LE is as yet difficult to 

mark a target with 
accuracy, due to the irregularity 
of the combustion of the gun- 
powder, 

But there is every reason to 
believe that the powder used in 
rockets will be perfected ao that 
it will explode as reliably -a3s 
shells, . 

There is a new development 
that counteracts the unreliability 
of the rocket gunpowder, It is 
the ‘steering of war rockets by 
radio. 

When this is fully developed 
it will be possible for a rocket, 
once it has been fired at a plane, 
to be redirected on its course.and 
steered until it finally strikes its 
objective. 

A long-range war rocket has 
been developed in Germany 
which can -travel 180 miles 
loaded with 60lb. of explosives. 
It is ‘aimed by radio and can be 
fired with accuracy. 


THE rocket is best suited. 
for use against encmy 
bombers, for the height at which 
it: can be fired is practically 
limitless. The ‘rockets required

for anti-aircraft work will not 
have to carry a big load of 
explosives. A small charge will 
be sufficient to destroy a plane. 

The long-rango rocket similar 
to that invented in Germany 
may be applied at any time to 
a bombardment of foreign cities. 

The rocket, like many in- 
ventions that suddenly spring 
into prominence, has becn used 
in. a primitive form from time 
immemorial. 

The story is told in the Bible 
of the use of this device with a 
singular motive power. It is the 
tale of the outrageous conduct 
of the Philistines who deprived 
Samson of his wife and gave 
her to another. And the leader 
of the Jews devised a rocket of 
fire, fastened to two engines in 
the form of foxes. These ho 
directed against the crops of his 
enemies, and for the first time 
in history the rocket had o 
complete success. 

The Chinese also made use of 
the rocket as an engine of war 
and called it the “Hidden Spirit.” 

The rocket took a long time to 
reach Burope. It came via Asia, 
where the rocket was used 
extensively as an engine of war. 


It 
was called the fire arrow. 

The Greeks were the first to 
use the rocket in Europe. It is 
found there in the seventh 
century. | We do not, however,. 
hear of the usc of tho rocket 
in other parts of Europe until 
the fifteenth century. 

Thero is an account of the 
French: using the rocket ‘in tho -- 
siege of Point Audemer, which 
was defended by .the English.

It was o matter of great disappointment to me on Friday when 
I went down with ono of tho foulest colds I-havo had for years and 
croaked cso unmelodiously that speaking upon the wireless was im 
possible, and I had to call off carly in the forenoon. But after 


sccing the side that the Selectors 


have chosen I om rather glad on 


all my analysis of the fourteen—or indeed more at the end-—playcrs 
asked to be in readiness would havo resulted in conclusions which 


would have been utterly incorrect. 


Who, 1. ask . you, could have 
" expected Edrich to ‘have been selected 

after scorlny 5, 0, 10, 12 and 28 in 
the five innings he: has played? The 
whole ‘thing {is beyond anyone's 
power to understand out here, and 
I have yet to read any comments at 
home. They will presumably come 
alongt when the lust test match is 
over} : 

I fnney that there is little doubt 
that the Selection Committee had 
become the mouthpiece through 
which old Sir Pelhnm—truc he 
only sixty-fve—tssues his orders. It 
is notorious that he, ts always far 
more influenced by a handful of runs 
which he has seen at Lord's than by 
a double century clsewhere, It: is 
tho most pathetle side of ericket that 
the great cricketers who stop on in 
the manogement of the game always 
tend to become autocratle and 
diMcul{—witness the cases of Lord 
Harris and-Lord Hawke, They have 
done great work for the game. But 
thalr position would be for higher 
hod they retired gracefully from 
things a few years carller, or had, 
at all events, adopted a somewhat 
more complafsant attltude, Of course 
I may be Incorreet in my idea that it 
is Sir Pelham who has insisted on 
retaining Edrich with his average of 
11, and dropping Barnett who has 
scored 126, 18, 12, 30 and 29 with an 
average of 43 per innings. 


WHAT IS THE REASON? 


Nothing has been snid about unfit~ 
ness though of course this may 
possibly explain the omission. 
Barnett ts not stated to have dropped 
a lot of catches, though we do know 
that if Edrich had held McCabe in 
the First Test, England almost cer= 
tainly would have won. What then 
Js the answer?

Well, on those nes Hutton 
would be dropped because Edrich has 
falled for the sixth (and we hope the 
last) time. He will no doubt go on 
Piling up mammoth scores ajninst the 
medium and weaker counties but he 
‘has not the temperament (spelt 
Properly in four letters) for a dig 
match with really good bowling.

He summed up his experiences by 
saying, “Whoever starts taking: care 
of a healthy body wil! soon have 
plenty of tlness. 


“A thing done often with the best 
intentions so as to bring a patient to 
take some care of himself may be 
followed by disaster,” 


Neuroses, sald Dr. Ross, were pro- 
bably the commonest single cause 
of ill-health, Workers in this coun- 
try and the United States had 
estimated the Incidence of neuroses in 
all as at between: 20 and 40 -per 
cent. 


In mony of these ‘neurotic cases 
there was nothing physleally wrong 
with the pitient.
